The debriefing requested by the Home Office, therefore posed a number

2* Boudreau's series of lectures and drive for ccntributions was 
prepared ]by the latemational Rescue Committee in New York and was 
personally attended to by its Executive Director, Dave Martin, in 
close cooperation with the following individuals:’ .Christopher Emmet 
of “Conmion Cause", New York; a business man by t>he name of Erich 
■ffarburg. New York and Roger Bald?iin of the "International Lwgue for 
Hum^ Ri^ts* Boudreau s ’bates ’that in regard 'to the Zhterpational 
League for Human Rights, he had received warnings from several quar- 
ters ifldiich stated ’that this organization ccnsisted of "fellow travelers" » 
He S’tates further that Roger Baldwin, who is in his opinion undoubtedly, 
a convinced anti-S’talinist, does not have ’the necessary knowledge of 
human nature and is a pacifist idealist* 

3* Ih his journalist and publicity work, Eoudreau states ’that 
he worked, very closely with Chris-topher Emmet (Common Cause) and Al 
Herrling (Commission of Inquiry into Forced labor) both of New York.
